going to happen, that's one of the things that should 
be looked at very carefully. 

Since we have known them in 
this country they have helped us in many ways. We 
should also be taught. to work with them and to. do,as 
well. I am thankful for the nurses and the doctors 
and, the missionaries..and the R.C.M.P.-who have been 
here, and whenever somebody goes wrong, they have the 
law, that they have to keep the law. 

Here is another portion of 


my life. We moved into Aklavik area close to Aklavik

in 1936 and we have lived among these people and all 


they have ever done is very good for our people. Al- 





though we live six miles from here, actually many of 
them have been sick from time to time and we want to 
live close to the villages and the doctors and even 
today my wife still lives down there because that is 


where we settled. 





One bad thing that happened 
to me, though, when I was down there, I had a mental 
breakdown, a nervous breakdown and * #ziways blame some 
certain people, there is a belief among us that had 
a curse on me; but when I went down south for my 
examination I got better and people prayed for me and 
now I am here today. 

Although I was very sick at 
that time with this nervous breakdown, the brother of | 


mine, concerning to me has asked all the people to 





pray for me, for me to get better and to return, and 
I lived since then and I have tried to follow the rules 
and I remember when they were trying to make me 
better that they used different type techniques and 
one of them, I think, was some kind of an electro-gram. 
As soon as I got the shock I remember I passed out 
and fell asleep and then after that type of treatment 
they told me, "You can go home to Aklavik on the 
16th of June." The police went in and picked me up to 
Edmeoncon and I went home the next day.

When I was growing up since 


my childhood there was very few white people around 





then when I started making my living. 

Since the time when I was | 
trying to remember growing up, the only people that | 
used to come around were by ships using coal burners | 
im those days, ana’ that isthe only way ican remember 
seeing the white when I was young. 

The way he interprets, this 
is an interpretation of how trade began in those days, 


the Eskimos would go out and meet the ships anchored 


out in the ocean, would go out in their whaleboats 





With meat. for tradina, and they started. getting cditier- 
ent food, that's how he interprets it. 

He wants me to say that in 
those davs most houses, in other words, he wants me to | 
say in those days they were moving always, and their : 
houses were mostly of hide, the place they lived were | 


mostly made of animal hides and they were even able to 
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have'a fire,in- them, and tonsupport) them: theyhad 
mostly willows bent over to make a frame for those 


skins to live in. Most of them were covered with 





caribou hides in those days. From that time when many 


of our ancestors made theiralivingwintthisacountry, I 





began making my living also in this same country, so | 
whenever we travelled we always took along these | 
willows to hold up the caribou tents that we had. He | 
Said_it was,even a.good ;thing;to.ride+rini»whensnit was 
put together in a sleigh. Sometimes we have dogs. 


There was a time, sometimes he had to suffer to make 





a living, some of us would snare ptarmigan, and we 
also have seals. 

When times got hard in those 
days, people would travel, Bepec belly: up into the 
mountains, that would be in the wintertime, to look 


for, ptarmigan,, \jrabbit.« mountain-sheep.or scaribou acor 


something that they could live on. And when spring- 
time comes, when it was time for them to go to tent, 

to operate their boat, some willows they used that to 
make the boat. Some travelled by boat, some go by 
land, but they go towards the sea to live in the 


summer. The reason for going towards the sea in the

Mr. Justice Berger, at the Meti 
and non-status and Treaty Indians General Assembly held 
at Fort Good Hope last summer, we passed a resolution 
saying land claim before any development in the North- 
west Territories to the Federal Government. The 
Federal Government ignored and by-passed the people's 
wishes. There are more exploration work going on by 
oil companies now. We, the Native people of the 
Northwest Territories, still stand by the resolution 
"Land claims before any development takes place." 


The three proposed pipeline 
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routes that have been circulating now, whatever way, if

ever approved will destroy our way of life, the living 
we make from hunting, fishing and trapping, in other 
words, destroy our land forever. 

If the pipeline is ever ap- | 
proved to be built, our Native people, I am sure, will 


not have any jobs. If any, very few, will be maybe

the unions, will be building the pipeline, and I do not 
see any future for the Northern people from this 
development.

Ti know’ a™ lot 
about this land. I also know about the people in Old 
Crow, andvallovtthe) people that workin that’ area’ I 
know about the people that used to live about Leclaire 
House and further south there. In those days he didn't

know anything about the Government, and everyone helped 


one another. When anybody went out hunting, they always' 





gave the poor meat, and whatever we got we shared among 
One another. 

Then I grew up, and it was 
Only “arcereemacethat the RiC.M. ‘(Police came. into: this 
COU. The only reason they came into the country 
is because our Minister sent for them from Herschel 
Island. In those days there were a lot of whaling 
ships at Herschel Island, and people from the whaling 
Ships were drinking whiskey and fighting amongst one : 


| 


another, and that is the only reason they were sent for.| 





Those days and times were very hard, they were very 
hard, even the police had no ways or means of travelling 
the only way to travel to McPherson from Herschel Island 
was by boat. 

Shortly afterwards I moved to 
Akltavik. In those days there were only -- he has used a 
word that means Delta Eskimo -- and there is not many of 
them left today. Shortly afterwards there were Slavey 
coming from down the river, and more Alaskan Eskimos 
coming from Alaska. The Alaskan Eskimos arrived just 
recently, and in my time I have seen five different 
races coming into this Aklavik area, and that is why we 


have so many different languages amongst ourselves. 
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Now, I would like to speak on 





the pipeline. I understand that the pipeline will be 
built from Blow River through to the foothills and on to 
Fort McPherson. I know that around the foothills we 
have hunted and trapped all our lives, and this has gone 
on for generations now. I heard about two days ago 
they decided to change their plans and put the pipeline 


in via Shallow Bay, and I would like to say that people 





around in that area, they have been living off that 
land in that area as well, and I really don't know what 
they are saying. 

I would like to say that when 
they first discovered oil in the Norman Wells area, 
nobody said nothing, nobody knew what they were doing, 


and they just wanted that land in that area. And the 





same thing goes for Yellowknife. A few years later when! 
they found gold, nobody said nothing and watched them : 
and they destroyed the land in that area, and the 
Indian people didn't say anything to them, and they did 
what they wanted, and then later on they put in the 
Yukon border, which we didn't really know anything 
about as well, and they promised us we could hunt and 
trap anywhere we wanted, that no white man would go in 
that area, but we still don't really know what is going 
On. I also heard then that the white men were working 
in the Yukon area and on the border-line, even though 
they were not allowed to go in that area. 

I know this country very well, 
as farcintosthe. Yukon. as one -canugo. 


Later on, when the war started|, 
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they started a highway via Blow River, and so the people 





came over. At that time they told us they were going | 
to build some stations and they came over. I guess | 
while they were doing that, they were looking over the 


land, and looking around, and then some white people 


came into the country and they went towards Kittigazuit |

guess they were searching around the coastal area, and 
now there is talk of a pipeline being built.

LAWRENCE NORBERT, Sworn: 
My name is Lawrence Norbert, 
Ir come trom Arctic Red River. *I am nervous at the 
present moment. And I work for the Indian Brotherhood 
and Metis Association. And I want to talk about the 
pipeline and the land claims. 
I work for two years at CBC 
at inuvik as a VT. R. Operator, ana I lave also been” an 
IMStLUCTCOL. Tam a Grade 12 graduate, and I also refer 
to myself as a hostel graduate, I spend about 12 years 


in the hostel system, employed in the Territories. I 
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have been in the hostels at Inuvik, Yellowknife, and 
POgtw omic. It seems to me that ever since day one in 
the hostel, I have been taught to write, taught to 
think like a white person instead of an Indian. I 
remember my first day in the hostel, coming from Arctic 
Red, I didn't know what was going on. I just remember 
leaving one morning, my parents putting me on a plane, 
and “avriving fat tthe hosteRrintinuvik. There my clothes 
were taken away from me, my hair was sort of shaved off, 
a very short haircut, and I was told to take a shower, 
and Catethatietime Cofenightobo go ttd tsléep en cl didn tt 
know what was going on. I was very small. I was 
wondering why I was sent to a hostel, why I was not 
staying home and having my education close to my 
parents. Vol was “very lonely, “and "I'-am+pretty ‘sure TI 
wasn't the only one. 1 ‘was crying, that night; ands. 
also heard other boys crying in the dormitory. 

I went through Grade 12 in 
those years, taking sort of a programme like Social 
Studies and things like that. Ptcranr tetake any ctiing 
about the history of the Delta people or the Northwest 
Territories other than a couple of paragraphs in the 
school textbooks. I never got to know the culture of 
my parents or their way of life. Throughout the summer 
months, when I came home, it seems like every summer I 


started to get to feel more alienated towards my parents 


I didn't know them very well. It seemed like it was the 


other way around too, they didn't know me. I was gone 
about ten months of the year, for every two months I 


was home ‘for the summer, that was all I had too, two

I worked around the CBC, and it seemed like every time 
Pieamehhomeyol didn't know my parents, and as.I travel- 
led around the different communitwesp  indidn  tpknew 
the people, I couldn't speak or understand Loucheux, 
which is my mother's tonque, and sometimes the old 
people would calhome’an idiot; that is Loucheux for a. | 
white man. | 

It may seem funny to some 


people, but inside it hurts very deeply inside, when 





your own people start calling you what you are not. 
Ever since I been on this job 
I started with experience becoming healthy once again. 
Enhaveshadwamlot of tea, Narlotfoft bannocky caxzibou 
meat, dry meat, dry fish, and in the past couple of 
months I started to feel my teeth starting to get 
strong, my body starting to get strong, and I have 
looked at all the food that I have been eating in the 
past year, mostly canned food and stuff like that, it 
isn't to the benefit of the native people, my people. 
The old people are quite con- 


cerned about the younaqer generation. I am pretty sure 
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a lot of young people, like my age, I guess maybe they | 


are quite lonely too, quite frustrated at the education 
system that is robbing them of their culture and their 


language. 


I have been depressed a 





couple of times myself, and a person gets depressed 


when he has lost faith, and faith in his culture, when 





he doesn't even have a culture. Maybe his interpreta- 
tion is, -- sometimes, when they do get depressed, 

they start drinking, and I have gone through experience 
like that “too: 

What I am saying, I am pretty 
sure the older people, that they are trying to say 
"Help us, help us regain our language and our culture 
and pride of being children of Indian and Inuit ances- 


try. I am pretty sure they have brought up this sub- 


ject before, but it seems like I am a product of the 
white system myself. I have experienced the loneliness 
of being away from home, away from my parents, the 
alienation of persons like myself towards the people. 
Sometimes I get bitter against the educational system 
that is employed in the North for stealing the language 
the language of my people, and stealing my culture, and 
worst or fall’ stealing of my pride “and “joy of being an 
Indian, and to me that is sort of cultural genocide, 
and I am pretty sure there is very little disagreement 
on thet tractus 

I believe, if we have a land 
claim, if we do get a land claim settlement, this is 


the way we can sort of build up on our culture again,

people to be doctors and nurses and teachers, law

ever Sincefyoushavesecome to Yellowknife, and I have 
tried to understand all what has been said, but for an 
old aquy like me, it is very very hard to follow, but 
100% of what I understand, and what they say, because 


I am one of the translators in Yellowknife, and all my

people hear what I say, and especially in my hometown 
here, I have to be really careful of what I would say 


to you at this time. 


Now, I am not like the doctors | 


on this pipeline, or the engineers, or the geologists, 





who have worked on this pipeline for the last, I Seas 
stand ever since 1969. We don't know too much about at 
all this time until we see there is a pipeline, pro- | 
posed pipeline on the map. Only then did we under- 
stand pjtand ,byhthatutbimeethey 'vewgot.in with the pipe- 
line project, so therefore most of my older people 
think the pipeline is the Berger Pipeline, but we are 
beginning to understand it better now. It is the 
Arctic Gas Pipeline. 

Now, another thing too, as I | 
would say I have been in the Inquiry ever since it | 


started until now. I am beginning to understand a 


little bit of it, because as an old-timer, this pro- 





ject of this sort never happened in our part of Canada 


all .our Lives. 


I don't know how many of our 
people gathered here at this time is in the Government, 
but I don't like to say too much against the Govern- 
ment, because I signed treaty with them in 1920, that 
is 55 years ago. They have been giving me $5.00 a 


year for 365 days, and I have been living very very 


Now, all these 55 years, what 
I got from the Government was $275.00. I wonder what 


it would amount to the people here now, but still I 
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was happy on that. 

Now, here on the pipeline 
project, we hear of a million dollars, we hear of a 
million dollars being spent, and still coming up. 
Well, this will help a lot of people in the North be- 
cause we know what $5.00 means a year, but with a 
million dollars, we think it will mean more. So in 
that way, especially with our young people, it might 
help them, to give up what woulc be good for the 
generation, the young people coming. 

Already, since I come to 
Aklavik here, a few days now, after the Inquiry has 
been held in Yellowknife, I ran into some of the 
younger «people, and they said, “What is this Inquiry 
about? The pipeline is coming through anyway. What 
is this Inquiry qoing to do anyway?" 

Well, I am just beginning to 
wonder myself, because of what I hear, what is it go- 
ino, COO With Ws.

‘iy there are older people especially that are not in 
12 favour with this pipeline. They disagree with it be- 
an cause it is going to damage the land that they have

15 Now, at the time of the 
16 | treaty, as I mentioned before, 55 years ago, it was 
1 mostly with the Government, they said "As long as the 
18 river runs, as long as the sun goes up and down, and 
19 as long as you see that black mountain up there, well, 
20 you are entitled to your land."

2 The sun still goes up and down, and the black mountain 
aR is still up there, but today it seems that the way our 
24 people understand, the Government ae Giving yup 4Our 


lana. It is giving to the Seismic people and the 
other people coming up here, selling us our land. The 
Government is not keeping its word, at least as some 
of us see it. 

Now, there has been lots of 


damage done already to this part of the northland, and 
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if we don't say anything, it will get worse. 

You know, Mr. Commissioner, 
the other day I was taking a walk in Yellowknife, I 
always take a walk, and as I was coming down the road

there, I was thinking about the Berger Inquiry, walking| 
along, and I passed a house there with a dog there, 
with a dog tied outside. Marvdniwwenottcte, 01+, ana “ait 
of a sudden this dog jumped up and gave me a big bark, 
and then, after I passed through there, I was saying to 
myself “Well, that dog taught me a lesson.” 

You know, so often you see the 
Native people, they are tied down too much, I think, 
by the Government. We never go anc bark, therefore 
nobody takes notice of us, and it is about time that 
we the people of this northland should get up some-

time and bark and then we will be noticed. |

things that have gone on in Yellowknife in the Inquiry, 

and :for. av poou..old: man, Like, me, it, ds wery +jAard,.to 

understand, and I have to be translatec what I guess 

is being said, because, as you know, all those doctors, 

engineers and geologists use words longer than my last 

name Sittichinds . 
Now, there was in that 

Inguiry a polygraph of a pipeline that came up, this 

puzzled me very very much. I suppose you will remem- 

ber, of a pipeline drawn in Aklavik, and the diagram 

on top of that was the month of the year, the month 

of year -- do you remember?

people in Aklavik know me as Danny II, because there 


are two Danny Gordons in town. I was born in Alaska 


and we came to Aklavik in the year 1947. We have 
lived here ever since. I have a family, my wife is 


from Aklavik, and my family raised here in Aklavik. 





I believe there are still 
people ~biving timithe »pDelta that saren’t itoo familiar 
with the pipeline route, even where it is coming from, 
and some of them don't even know the type of gas that 
will be coming through, if it comes through. When we 


first heard about the pipeline coming through the 





mountains, there were people coming to me and told me 
that the pipeline should come through, that they would | 
put some valves on the pipeline so that the people ea 
go. thenge with heir iSkidoos, and fill wp. Then -l\heaxd 
before that this gas was going to be natural gas, 
which iks a@ie,jpand «they would ynot ibe ablie -toxuse eit. 

I believe today that there are some people that don't 
understand these matters. They figure that this type

love huntina, and it is part of my life. Whenever I 
have a chance to go out and hunt caribou, moose, and I 
don't do that much fishing, but I like fishing when I 
can. When I think maybe three to four years, espec- 
ially in the summer, when we hunt down below, around 
Shingle Point, Blow River, Whitefish Station, Klokol 


Lake, Coal Mine Lake, and further up, Fish River, 





Ooyaradjuk, that's our hunting grounds during the 
summer, which we use boats to get down there with. 
When I hunt, I usually observe, 
I notice the change in habits of the things that are 
around me, the caribou, the fish. The last four years 


there have been a lot of activity in that country 


around Blow River and the flats down below where we 
hunt in the summer. Thinking back some four years, 


there weren't as many aeroplane anc helicopters down 


in that area, and the caribou, they come down through 
the flats, and people used to get them without having 
to walk far back inland. You go down there right 
after breakup Curing the summer when the migration is 
there, they come down to the flats, and people shoot 
them, and they don't have to pack the meat, it is 
therelaher itis elosecs , Butitalkingsto datfterent 
people and noticing it myself, the last three to four 
years there has been a lot of activity, and the cari- 
bou still migrate through there, and camping on week- 
ends, you see the caribou up in the hills, they want 
to come down, but the planes going by always chase 
them back inland, and for the last couple of years 


there has been too many people from Aklavik who have 
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taken caribou like they used to right off the river, 
anc this is due to the activity, planes going back and 


forth, the Dew Line, and helicopters, and oil activi- 


tnes. onJustiaelitthe thing canaholdtthe canibou back 
from coming down to the flats. I am just wondering 
what more it will be when they begin to build this 


| 


pipeline right through that area, when the caribou are 





Migrating. 

Also, on this route from 
Alaska, they have to cross the creeks and also the 
rivers along this route, and in this route there are 
fish that spawn yearly from the coast, up inland, to 
winter in the mountains. I wonder if, when they went 
through these creeks, these rivers, if there should 


be oil spill damage, or a leak of gas into that 





creek while the fish are migrating. No doubt if this 
would happen, there would be some impact on these fish, 
and these fish that are down the coast, that spawn up 
these creeks, they come to spawn up Fish River and Rat 
River, and people do go down below to Fish River to 
fish, the Arctic Char are spawning, and they spawn up 
through Fish River to Fish Hole, which we go to during 
the winter with Skidoos, and these oil companies, if 
the route is to be taken through this land, I believe 
will damage, and I believe it will hurt the fish as 
well as the caribou. Also they migrate up the Peel 
River, and people in Aklavik, they catch the Arctic 
Char right off the river out here, and the same fish 
that spawn up these creeks down below, Firth River, 


Babiche River, are the same fish that come to the 
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Delta; sanaeeney also have, ian Big Eddy, they cal] it 
the Black Mountain, up the river from here, which 
people “go* there and’ setup camp’ and ‘catch ‘Arctié Char: 
They cet quite a few there because they migrate or 
spawn up there, anc up through the Rat River. 

My concern is that people, I 
believe, in the Delta, that if the pipeline would come 


through this country, the damage that it will have, 


| 


and after the damage is done, it will be impossible to | 


restore, and it may also have an affect on the seals 


that are out on the coast. If there should be spillage 


of qas'-—-a spillage 'of"gas *and oil dnd pollution “in 
that country, it may affect the seals that are there. 
They will die. Instead of taking in Herschel Island, 
I am not sure whether it is this year, or four or five 
years aao, they were catching and they were branding 
seals in Herschel Island. idem t@-know sthe=rveoht 
number, but I believe there were people there that sai 
there were about two to three hundred, I don't know th 
number, but according to the people that were living 
there, up to today, there has not been one seal caught 
that was branded in that area, and they were using 
apparently a hot iron like they do when the brand 
cattle. I don't know where those seals have gone to, 
I don't know what happened to them. We only think 
that it miaht have scared them away, maybe that brand, 
that hot iron when it went through the skin, it might 
have taken infection, maybe turned into a sore, and 
maybe the seals diec from it.

would like to say a few more words and continue from 
yesterday. 

In Fort Good Fope last summer, 
250 delegates voted on a stand that no development be- 
fore land settlement. Today my people still say "No 
development before land settlement". 


The pipeline route is on land 


my people use, land that they hunt and trap on. 
Caribou is our main source of food. We cannot survive 
on the white man's beef. Why, too damn expensive. 
Caribou are a nervous animal and shy away from noise. 
The pipeline will take three to five years to complete. 
Caribou will not keep on the pipeline route or near it 
because of the amount of noise that will come from the 
pipeline. They will move tc another area, and will 
completely eat out the moss and lichen. Caribou food 
does not grow yearly, as most plants do, and caribou 
must eat, so they will move farther away from the 


Original feedina grounds. 
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Mr. Berger, my people will 
have to live on pork chops and tell stories about the 


caribou when they were plentiful. Mr. Berger, my 


people are not educated enough to hold permanent jobs 


like the white man, and we must depend on the land for 





food and survival. | 
Mr. Berger, my Native brothers| 

were not always treated equally as Canadians. As an 

example, over twenty years ago they were not allowed 

to. socialize or drink alcohol. Some of my brothers 

paid money to become a white man, a non-status Indian, 


or that ugly word "half-breed". Today we are still 


treated as blacks. | 

Mr. Berger, before the pipe- 
line is built, I would like to see my people control 
their land,,,control tthein mineral ~wesourees prand:con- | 
trol the amount of development. In other words, we | 
want a land settlement before development, and we don't 
want the oil companies or the Government of Canada to 
decide what is best for Indians. 

Mr. Berger, I see development 
as destruction of the Indian Nation, and a blessing 
for the Government and oil companies, and the United 
States of America. 

Mr. Berger, I see roads fol- 
lowing development. I see my people and your people 
dying in the winter from development. Mr. Berger, I 
see prostitutes, thieves, gamblers, following the 
camps of the pipeline. I see my people, and husbands 


of my sisters, being victims of these people.

- Right now we are all trying 
an to get together, we are trying to work together for 
af this land of ours. We want our children to keep 
their land. 
zu I went to a meeting at Fort 
Good Hope and you didn't hear any of those girls talk- 
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ing English from Fort Good Hope, all we talked is 
Loucheux. They talk their own language. They speak 
different in English. They talk straight Loucheux. 
They talk their own language. They don't speak 
English to one another, and I think that is the way it 
should be down here. 


Now, I would like to go back. 





My dad used to fish in the springtime for ratting, and 
then we lived for about two months in town, and then go 
back into the bush. My dad used to do his fishing, and 
we had all kinds of dried fish. We bring it into town 
and sell athat, sand they ibuystheir  »grub:with that fcand 
then he's gone fishing, he keeps on fishing, and he 
never stops working. 

Today isn't like that. They 
start building schools and people are put into the 


schools, and they are taught, they are only in the 


bush for three months. This is really without being 
part with their parents, they are put in hostels, 
otherwise their parents would lose their Family Allow- 
ance, .soO. they .stay, inthe hostel, and, then later.on we 
get.a little -bit,:brave., and we started having that, 
then they moved to town, and the children are sent 
back, they don't stay in the bush anymore, and they 
have lost their language. They talk to their parents 
in English, and their parents learn the language from 
them, .sOQsthey talk to their parents in English. ,In my 
home we still talk the Loucheux language. Since we 
talk to our children in Fnglish, the way they have bee 


teaching them, we would hope we had our own. We are 
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not getting no help from the Government. We, the 
Native people, were not given help. 

All at once I decided to make 
my Own living anc I was thinking to move to Aklavik and! 
they took everything away from Aklavik, left it right 
down to 300 people, we didn't even have an hour, they 
took everything out of the houses. They put somebody 


else there. After eicht years, they done that. We 


liked to live at Aklavik because it is good fishing 
ground ;.good hunting .grounds We have everything we 
need in pierareciee So once they found they couldn't 
lick Aklavik, they put it back, then we got our food 
back, we got our administration back, we got our 
hospital, our nursing station, they even put up a hous 
for all the people so we didn't have to go away from 
Aklavik. And so I have asked all the people, I don't 
see why we have to give up. 

The people are scared to 
speak up. I have been listening for the last two days 
and I finally made up my mind to speak my mind, and I 


want the others to get up and speak because I don't 


to talk, but» we should talk up to Judge Berger, as he 
knows how we will get our land settlement. I think

We picked up these horns, and we sell it 
for $1.00 a pound, and while I was hunting I seen a 
caribou with wire, and I got it here, and I want to 
show you, caribou horns. I brought this in to show 
you what I seen. 

@ Where was the wire? | 

A Wrapped around the horns | 
when -L shot itP*and I “brought “it “‘back'thome. | 

IMwasn-t "going to bring ie. 
There was another hunter there, he told me to bring it 
down and show it to the Game Warden, and later on I 
thought I would show you. 

Another thing I would like to 
bring up, like the wire is laying around. When the 
Seismic comes around and blasts holes, they leave wire 
They ‘say they ‘cléan Tt Ap P but it dsn “er \there is 
lots of blasting wire laying around. And then they 
damaged the lakes. Cne time I used to trap, there is | 
no rats, and then the creeks, the fish, there is no 
firsh- They dam up the creeks, they don't clean it 


after they cross. That is why we would like to talk 
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about our land. 

Then another thing about this 
pipeline that I would like to bring up, what will happe 
after the pipeline comes through? I mean the ground 
afiteruthey puct the piperdnvanTheysseyi dteis fourrfeet 
uncer and four feet wide. After they put that pipe 
through anything, when you touch the land, or you dig 
avholejytthat is disturbed soil, it will never by itself 
come back, it is going to ‘form 4 creekwand oncesit 
forms a creek it is going so4 continuemto, grow.

That's one thing, 
and on this pipeline with fires, when we get forest 
fires, they say it may be gas or say fumes, my under- 
standing it is a fume anyway if anything thatmayou, put 
on fire, it explodes, and there has got to be leaking 
someplace sometimes because the earth always shifts. 

In the summertime it goes down, and in the wintertime 
it goes up. After all this land is free, what is going 
to happen, there is going to be no: jobs for the 
peoples, and it is only Southerners is going to have 


jobs. Now they take lots of people from here, and 
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from outside, but after this, after they get finished, | 
they come back here, they got no job, no nobhingseyvi£t 
they want job we go down to labourer. Well, that is 
going to be the same thing when this pipeline comes 
through. That is why we want a settlement before any- 
thing comes through.

Ever since I was told by the 
Elders of my time, don't try to make noise or frighten 
the first herd leaders of the herd, because they are 
the ones very easy to scare away and very easy to turn. 
It has always been noticed by the people if you disturb 
the first leaders of the herd, the caribou, no matter 
how large a herd it is, théy ‘will }ive the Weadere iof 
the herd turn any direction, all of the caribou that 

is coming behind will always follow, no matter what 
direction the leaders turn.

I came in this Delta around 
1938 and if I remember rightly, there was many many | 
muskrats in this Delta, and in my experience, probably 


within seven years, you might have two lean years, but 





there was still muskrat, five years are more than 
abundant time of the muskrat population within the 


Mackenzie Delta. 





The last time I seen a large 
population of muskrats in the Mackenzie Delta was the 
year 1968, and since then I have never seen any popula- 
tion growth, yet that same year, probably the early 
part of 1969, Seismic crews came in and started working 
in the Delta, and every since that time there's never | 
been a population growth whatsoever. I have never 
seen any more population growth of muskrats since that 
time. That's all I have to say. |

We 
always say that we are going to stay in town for the 
spring, but when spring comes we always end up going 
out. We take the whole family out, and sometimes we 
take jothercehtikdmenssto enjoy it with our family.

I set 
Ganp,ictake. ifisimmetsy,s andicfiafsh’, sand make sdry. fash 0 1 
do this for our food in the winter. Danny comes down 
once in awhile to take the fish and put them in the 
freezer. During that time too, when there is nothing 
todo wil -goltandi pick berries, Some peoplelistay ‘out in 
the camp with us. Sometimes there is a big camp on 
Fish River. It's nice and quiet, even though there 
are people who come to fish. I take the children back 
to Aklavik before school starts. Where we pick berrie 
down by Fish River and close by there, they are plann- 
ing to put the pipeline on, if they don't change it to 


Shallow Bay. If those vehicles and machines start go- 
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1 ing over the land, there will be no more berries left. 
2 There will be so much traffic in the winter, and when 
af the next season comes, I think there won't be any 
4 berries left where they do their work. The land won't | 
5 grow like it used to before, and it is going to ruin 
a our land for berries. 
7 On the Seismic trails you

Right now we think it is noth- 
ing just talking about the pipeline and people. When 
the pipeline comes, we will be sorry after it's too 
late that we didn't get up and say anything when we had 
a chance. Most of the time we are asked to say some- 
thing in a meeting, we con't bother. When anything 
happens afterwards, we are sorry we kept guiet. And 
about these wires, the Seismic blasting is done by 
wire. We have the camp and there is a Seismic road 
nearby, anc when you qo on there, you can find wire, 
blue wires just like that wire, and you can pick them 
up, you can pick up sometimes a whole bunch off an 
area. You'll see an area and people find it in the 


bush,.;And,..~i would, like to.talk-about the camp. We 


have a camp and there is a creek there, I don't know 
how long it was, they blocked it up that year and the 
fish died, and the fish have a hard time trying to go 
through there, and I hope the oil companies will do a 
better job than that the next time.

Red, the control of the hostel by the community in

In each of these cases wide- 
spread benefit in the settlements is becoming very 
evident.

Some of the frustrations are relieved, some of the 
alcoholism has declined. People begin to realize they 
too are equal human beings. I suppose that all of us 
rather than say anything say if the North is to sur- 
vive, theoimpacteoftapipeline;, Sif theretis avpipebine 
then people must be allowed to exercise greater and 


meaningful control over their own land, over their own 
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community, and ultimately over their own lives.

of the year they want to work, and what seasons of the 
year they want to be on the land. We also wanted to 
find out if some people wanted to provide service. We 
wanted to find out if some people do want to get 
training, to be upgraded in their education, and some 
of those questions related to the future. This sur- 
vey was set up, it was prepared, as I said, circulated 
and completed. Until we have the results of that sur- 
vey, the Hamlet Council of Aklavik cannot give evidenc 
as to what conditions or restrictions we recommend to 
the proposed Mackenzie Valley Pipeline. 

It was to this ena that we 
would ask you, Judge Berger, to give us your assurance 
that you would be coming back to Aklavik. Now you 
have given us this commitment, we would like to say we 
feel better about it, that there will be a second pub- 
lic hearing, so that all the people of Aklavik can 
have a further opportunity to bare their views and for 
their own consideration than what has been submitted. 


We, as the Council, did not 
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officially know the approximate date of his hearing 
until very recently, and to prepare evidence for the 
first Community Hearing until a complete submission 
could be gathered, we agreed to the date suggested.

I would not for one minute 
underestimate the importance of the proposal of build- 
ing a gas pipeline, or any other major construction, 
in the Mackenzie Valley and the Delta or along the 
coast. 

Any great changes to the dis- 
advantage of the people here, or the destruction of 
the country, the land that that hearing is considering, 


the land that the pipeline has been proposed to be 
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built on, any great damage to that land through negli- 


gence or carelessness, or lack of foresight, could be 


nothing but a national disgrace.

People need legal advice and resources in such impor- 
tant issues as land settlement, compensation, and other 
matters, but what about the question of daily living, | 
who puts the pieces together once fractions have been 


made in infinity, discrimination and other matters, who 





puts the pieces together? it has to fall back to the 
community, the people that live here themselves. To 
further this Inquiry, I feel that a settlement of land 
to the Native people will allow our community to freely 
take part in this hearing without fear of jeopardizing 
a settlement and without feeling partial or traitor to 
some group within the Hamlet. Indeed the very condi- 


tions thaththis Inquiny?is all about can be a very 


important part of what people want to get out of the 
resources of this land. I can now look forward to 
the next community hearing and hope at that time to 
present a submission on behalf of the Hamlet Council 
of Aklavik, a presentation that will be prepared by 
the Hamlet of Aklavik and endorsed, I hope, by the 
people of Aklavik so that we may present something of 
faith in the future. But we can only develop that cas 
by recognizing the scope of our influence and by takin 
full advantage of this privilege or opportunity instea 
of ignoring what may be the obvious. For many genera- 
tions and many decades people have said the problems 
of Aklavik cannot be solved because there are too many 


different people in Aklavik. People will never be 
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able to agree in Aklavik, I have heard many times by 
Council and other organizations to end up with fruit- 
less results or frustrations.

Mr. Berger. I hope this will 
help to swing a little weight for being careful how 
they build the pipeline because I believe they will 
because oil will be needed and I don't believe we can 


stop that kind of operation so big they call progress. 





So let's hope for a minimum of northern damage and a 
fair share of the profits all around. 

I verify the facts of wires 
being left behind and even garbage by various compan- 
ies, also creeks being full of dirt where they crossed 
to make winter bridges, the same on the edge of lakes 
and rivers. Did you know if some lakes lose their 
natural water level suddenly it can cause a poor rat | 
crop for two or three years because some plants grows 
in only about two feet of water and it takes approxi- 
mately two years for them to drift and find their 
proper water depth, so I have been told by biologists. 
In the country I work east of Aklavik there hasn't been 
good muskrat trapping or hunting since the seismograph 
lines have been put through. I don't understand it or 
if it's even the lines fault but I do know rats, like 
anything else, die off in cycles. I believe it used 
to be in the neiqhbourhood of seven years and then 
start building up again to a very high population. 

All I know is we have had a very low population for 
the last four or five years. 


Blasting. When they blast 
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just how much damage does it do and how do they know. 
Have they ever torn up a muskrat bank lodge to see how 
they are built or have they ever tried it after a 
blast. I wonder how many rats or even mink, never 
mind the fish, that might have died under water or rats 
in their pushups. I've seen a fellow deliberately 
shoot in front of a duck on water with a high powered 
rifle and it died from concussion and you can kill a 
mink the same way by shooting in front of its nose up 
against a cutbank and kill it with the same rifle, and 
a mink is tough, so how do we know the extent of damage 
done to these bank or underground animals. Did you 
know in Old Crow there was a study done on aging musk- 
rats by biologists from trapping season to shooting 
season, March tosJune il5th: 80 some percent was 
about 7 months old, the rest up to a year, and I 
think about 3% over a year, so if they blast in Decem- 
ber, how much concussion would it take to kill half- 
grown rats. What happened to all the rats, perhaps 
two litters they didn't study that should have been 
born in late July or August. I think we need more 
studying time for the biologists couldntt ite blzme. 

The same for white foxes. After all the studying done 
they still didn't know for sure how many litters they 
have in a summer. It looked like two in a good year. 
Did you know it might take a hundred years for a white 
foxes den to be bia enough for him to use as it is 
just ground mostly heaved up by the frost and it has 
to be right before it is used on account mostly it has 


to be high enough, I mean the nest, to be out of the 
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water, because up to August or bad rain the dens are 


sometimes surrounded by water. Did you know from the 


Alaska border on the north slope to mot too far north 


of Blow River we only found I believe 30 some white 


fox dens that could be used and I believe less of them 


showed active signs. What I am really trying to say is 


if any amount or even a few of those dens are damaged 
the young may be born outside and they con't live to 
feed come kid's belly by) the price of their pelts. A 
biologist told me he thought those fox dens should be 
studied at least another year and the dens should be 


marked by sinking cement blocks in the ground with 


solid iron poles and iron flags that could be seen for

1,250 pounds. Admittedly it is possible to operate the 


line at a higher pressure than that, but because of 
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concern that has been expressed for what is known as 
fracture propagation, and because of the uncertanty of 
working in the north under the extreme temperature 


conditions and the permafrost, we have elected to re- 





duce our operating pressure to 1,250 pounds. In so 
doing we have not interfered with the economics of our 
project, and are quite willing to stand by the figures 
that we have projected in our submission. 

Our project optimizes the 
use of Canadian pipe from the pipe & steel manufactur- 
ers in Canada because it is of a lesser diameter, and 
a lesser thickness; we can obtain our pipe from steel 
and spipe mills in Canada in its entirety, utilizing

I am not here 
to recommend or to condemn the construction of a pipe- 
dineor to say it,is ja good thing or a, bad thing? but 
I've been asked to voice some of the opinions of the 
Fort Brat inencs Settlement Council that have come up 
and in this point of view I would like to direct quite 
a number more questions to this Inquiry. 

The first one would be that

This could be an advantage, but it could also be a 
disadvantage. 

The Foothills proposal, as I 
see it, is strictly to supply gas from the Canadian

Speak for everyone here in this room anyway, that if 
gas is taken out of the north then it should benefit 
the people in the north. Then we have some long- 
ranging benefits out of it, not just the construction 
period. 


It has been suggested by us 


and our opinion is that the Foothills proposal certainl 


sounds much better than the Arctic Gas proposal, 
especially since Arctic Gas might be willing -- and 
this is what I understood over a period of time -- 
willing to supply gas to some of the communities they 
are passing; but certainly not to Yellowknife, Hay 
River, Pine Point, including Fort Providence, as the 
costs would be too high. 

Teunderstandtiiom Boothilis 
that they would not shy away een the cost to supply 
gas, and this, Mr. Commissioner, is, I would say, a 
very great benefit to the north. Foothills is propos- 
ing to build $60 million worth of tunklines .or branch 
lines to Yellowknife, Hay River, Pine Point, subsi- 
dized partially by southern consumers, which I thinks 
is right.

Now, I can 
Seoniie -- from my own experience, I am bulk agent 
for Pacific Petroleum, having the supply of all the 
facilities, government contracts and all the facilitie 
in Fort Providence. I would certainly be cutting this 
out altogether. We would most likely be generating 
power with natural gas because it would be cheaper. 

We would be heating our homes and our businesses with 
natural gas, but considering the total benefit, the 
benefit in whole that it would have on the 
communities, I would gladly do away with that business.

20 these two categories of consumers. A special rate 
21 structure will be developed for industrial customers, 
22 the reason being that each industrial role will 
23 likely vary and there may be a need in some cases to

and approximately $1.50 for distributing the gas 
within te communities. These are only estimates 
based for the purpose of establishing the cost of 
gas to the consumer. The subsidy reduces the cost 
of transporting gas to Hay River by approximately $1.5 
per M.c.f£. from that whiche@itiwould*be=27f there were | 
no subsidy.

CARTER: Mr. Williams can 
do his best on that. 


THE @MMISSIONER: All right. 


GUY LESLIE WILLIAMS, resumed: 

THE COMMISSIONER: Carry on 
fromthere, Mr. Williams. They have seen you. 

MR. WILLIAMS: Yes, again 
I should say that these comments that I might make are 
based on what is in the filing, and ane subject to 
modifications. The doublé-jointing that's referred 
to deals with the pipe itself. There is this new 
mill recently constructed near Welland, Ontario, by 
Steel Company of Canada that is capable of manufactur- 
ing 48-inch diameter pipe that will meet the speci- 
fications required of Canadian Arctic Gas, and this 
mill is what's known as a spiral weld mill, and in 
that process the length of pipe can be almost to any 
length that you would want or specify. 

When we are speaking of 


pipe from Stelco in Ontario, we are thinking in terms 
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1 of purchasing pipe in 80-foot lengths, that's 4 feet 

2 in diameter, 80 feet long. Now, it is true that 

3 all mills in Canada ‘and the rest of the world do not 
4 hae this capability. Mills that roll pipe by the 

5 long seam method rather than the spiral method usually 
6 | put them out in shorter lengths -- 40-foot lengths is 

7 | common; 60-foot lengths are less common. 

8 So the double-jointing referred 
9 to in the application was on the basis of receiving 

10 40-foot lengths of pipe and at the stockpile, double- 
1h jointing site in or near Hay River, the 40-foot length 
12 would be welded together to form one length of about 
IS 80 feet long, and these would be -- then the 80-foot

The matter of external 
coating of the pipe has not yet been settled, and 
we are looking at two possibilities, one that a thin 
wilt SSaint type of coating be used, conceivably that 
could be done at the central stockpile site. The other 
alternative is to coat the pipe with a plastic tape 
just before -- in the field just before the pipe is 
lowered into the ditch. So depending on how these 
plans are finalized, of course that varies the number 
of people required. 

I think it's understood that 
an influx of 400 workmen would have some impact on 
Hay “River, ard “sara that wrongly, it's not necessari 
an influx. Of course I'm sure the Gas Arctic policy 
is to employ local residents to the extent possible. 
Some no doubt will have to come in from the south, and | 
to the extent that they cannot be accommodated in 
existing facilities at Hay River, I'm sure a camp 
would be provided to take the overflow. When I speak 
of these 400-odd people, that would include some of 
Northern Transportation people involved in the loading 
of ther pipe.* “does™that help at all? 

THE COMMISSIONER: I think 
that's quite helpful. What the Arctic Gas proposal 
would mean here in Hay River, according to Mr. Williams|, 
would be that you would have a 300-acre Stockpile 
Site here in Hay River, you would have 400 construction 
workers, here, to build and develop the stockpile 
site, and then when the pipe started coming through in 


1978, you would have 400 workers there at the site to 
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G.L. Williams 


handle the loading and unloading of the pipe. Bear in 
mind that in addition to that you would have more 
people employed on'the fleet of tugs and barges becaus 
as I said earlier, you would have to double tie 
capacity of the tugs and barges that take goods and 
materials down the Mackenzie now. 

Mr. Williams also said it was 
Arctic Gas' policy to employ people living here in 
Hay River so far as possible. 

Could I ask one question, Mr. 
Williams? Once the pipeline is under construction -- 
excuse me, once the pipeline has been built, is buried 
mn Aas ground and gas is running through it, will ther 
be anybody from Hay River employed on it, or will ther 
be any facilities here in Hay River connected with the

pipeline? 





A This is referring to the 

Operation and maintenance phase, Mr. Commissioner? 
Yes* 

A The plan as filed 
Suggests operating headquarters at Inuvik, Norman 
Wells, and Fort Simpson. The operational staff 
required is not that great. I think we suggest up 
to in the neighborhood of 300 people, and for the 
most part those operation and maintenance people would 
be required to live at those headquarters. The con- 
tinuing impact on Hay River beyond the construction 
of course, would be the movement of compressor equip- 
ment that will be required to bring the system up to

THE COMMISSIONER: Well, I 
think there was someone over here. Yes, Mr. 
Maydonik? 

MR. MAYDONIK: Mr. Commis- 
sioner: Just to .extend your statement a little further 
on the doubling of the present capacity of the river 
Carriers. so; Lar as barges and tugs are concerned, I 


am wondering if Mr. Williams can tell us if Arctic Gas 


has yet any proposal with respect to the actual con- 


struction of the barges and tugs, md whether or not 
there will be any of that particular activity involved 
in dav River itself?

MR. MAYDONIK: This, of course

and I think that the people of Hay River would be

THE COMMISSIONER: Well, at 
Yellowknife we've heard bone evidence about this and 
I think that Arctic Gas was going to rely upon the 
existing carriers, Northern Transportation, CAPS and 
I think there were three or four others, to order the 
equipment themselves and that is the barges and wUgS ¢ 
the barges will be for the most part on the order of 
the largestbarges presently in use on the Mackenzie. 
That gives you some indication whether they are likely 
to be constructed here in Hay River or somewhere else. 
But that's about as far as Arctic Gas" planning 
seems to have gone, and that's all that they were able 
to tell us at Yellowknife. 

Those are things, though, tha 
you are perfectly entitled to get up here today, or 
tomorrow, or the next day, and to express your views 
about. If the fleet is going to be doubled, should 
any of the construction be carried out here in Hay 
River? Should all of it be carried out here? Is that 
practical? No one expects you to file six © volumes 
of data in support of your views. You live here, you 
know something about the town and its people, and 
you're entitled to get up and say what you think 
bacatse the experts aren't always right. 

The other matters that have 
been discussed already, the supplying of gas from the 
pipeline to Hay River, whether subsidized or not, the

It's physically impossible, it's economicall 
impossible. We can't raise that kind of money on short 


terms because we're competing directly with such firms 
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as Northern Transportation who have access to unlimited | 
funds because they're a Crown corporation; the other 

transportation firms have to go through the market for 
their money. To go into the market for money is long 


and tedious and not always available, whereas funds made 





available through an Order-in-council is much easier, | 


We wish we had that Opportunity too, Unfortunately,

7 forgotten to buy in Winnipeg or Vancouver, 
There are firms right here in 





Hay River -- and a good example is the construction that! 
is going on right now in West Channel -- the major 
companies bring in their welders and their fitters and 
all their equipment from Vancouver. There is a firm 
building a barge in West Channel, assembling it now, 
all their men, 28 welders, fitters, most of them are 
right from here in the Northwest Territories. They've 
scroungedthem up at Fort Smith, Fort Providence, Hay 
River. Their fitters are local men. Many of them are 
men who sail on our ships in the summertime and build 


barges in the winter and spring. The major companies 


bring in their fleets to assemble them here. There al 
facilities here to build fleets, to double the fleet. 
There was a remark made earlie 
that we don't have the shore space to double the fleet, 
that Northern Transportation couldn't have built their 


fleet here two years ago because of a lack of space. 


I'd like to remind him that four years ago the exact 


in this area. Granted, like all barges and tugs, they 
are prefabbed in sections in Vancouver or Winnipeg, 


same size fleet with more barges were built right here 
and they are assembled here. They were assembled here 
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by utilization of all the facilities, not just in Hay 
River but Hay River and Fort Smith. There is acres 

of yard facilities at Fort Smith that aren't pei dG 

used today because they build their ships in Vancouver 
and sail them around. He says it's 25% cheaper to 
build them in Vancouver. The actual physical outlay of 
dollars maybe 20 to 25% less in cost, but the fact is 
that they didn't get in here until September. They lost 


the whole year. If those vessels had been assembled 





and brought in here and built here in February and 


March, as they're doing now, those vessels would have 


had an extra year's sailing. That's dollars and cents, 
too. 

Now I realize you're from | 
Vancouver and you can appreciate that Vancouver Shipyards 
have to be busy also; but the fact that these barges | 
and tugs are being built for the exclusive use in the | 
Northwest Territories, they can't go anywhere else and | 
Work; “they “re™-shallow draught’, “they “re “built ‘to "Speci fi 
specifications to do a specific job here. You can't 
Sail them to the Great Lakes, you can't sail them on 
the West Coast. The Ministry of Transport won't allow 
you to licence them because of their shallow draught and 
their construction, I think if an honest effort was 
made to build those vessels here, we have the facilities, 
we have the trained personnel and I'd be happy to sit 
down with anyone and give them facts and figures and " 
the names of people that can do this.

We buy the same grub, we buy the fuel from 
24 the same supplier. We have to compete with them on 


the same level. 

Now the reason that we went 
into this joint venture was because we had to get young 
men who had been up and down this river and they were 
able to do work in this river without the assistance 


of pilots or specialists because these were the same 
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u boys that had been trained to put all the buoys and 
2 markers in on the river, and build the aids in navigatio 
3 for the other ships. All these skippers that are 
4 coming out from Vancouver and Victoria and Newfoundland 
§ are Sailing down the river using markers and aids that 
6 are being put in by local men that sailed that river

14 fully licenced and excellent seamen. Unfortunately they | 
#5 didn't know the Mackenzie River so they had to have | 
16 pilots, and where were the pilots? They were the | 
17 trappers and the hunters who worked on the land in the | 
18 wintertime, and they walked aboard the ships and they 
19 showed these West Coast pilots, skippers and mates how 
20 to take their ships down-river. 
ont The unions stepped in and 
22 said, "Well now, these fellows have got to become 
23 union members." But they're neither captains nor 
24 mates nor engineers and they're not deckhands. So if 
25 | you're a master or mate you've got to be with the 
26 Canadian Merchant Service Guild; if you're a deckhand 
27 you've got to be with the S.I.U., and the unions amldn' 
28 put these men into a category because they were unlicen 
29 ced but they were moving 10 and 12,000 tons of freight 


30 down the bloody river without any help with a certificate 
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Or any assistance from the Ministry of Transport with 


regards to eyesight or their ability to move from one 

area to the other. Because of the unions' inability to 
classify these men, a lot of these men left the industry 
They went back to theAand. Now the industry is screaming 
"We can't operate on the river because we don't have 

licenced personnel." So we take the men in the Territory 
weput them aboard our ships, we train them for three or 


four years, we send them out to Vancouver to get their 


master or mate's certificate, and the Ministry of | 
Transport says, "Fine, that man is capable of being 
skipper on the Mackenzie River in the Western Arctic, 
but he can't sail the same ship on the West Coast." | 
They say the limitations --"because you've only sailed 
on the river, that's where you shall stay." But they | 
allow all the skippers, if you got a ticket on the West 
Coast you can come in here; but if you got a ticket here 
you can't got on the West Coast. | 
So the fellows are saying, 

"Well, what's the sense of staying in an industry where 
first of all they tell you that you can't sail without 
a licence, and then when they give you a licence they 
won't even let you go anywhere else in the industry?" 

| The men that we have have 
stayed with us, have Serena MONS Aa licences, they don't 


intend to go to the West Coast or the Great Lakes. 


They're highly trained men. They must be. They've all 


gone to higher paid jobs with the major industry. 


But I've got to be proud of the fact that they didn't 


have to go to the West Coast to get these men. 
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These are local people, they live here year-around. 

I think that the major oil patch industry @n take a 

look at other Senet in the Northwest Territories 

who have the same problems, the same capabilities. 

We have people living here 12 months of the year working 
in many aspects of various jobs, either in the transpor- 
tation, as I say, mates and engineers are working as 
mates and-engineers in the summertime, they're working 
as mechanics, welders, fitters in the wintertime. They' 
Staying in the north. They're contributing to the north. 
Most of the money that is earned by the other major 
transportation companies goes out ‘of the country. All 
these maters, mates, engineers, deckhands, they all 
leave. They spend their money in Newfoundland, Vancouver 
and Victoria. The small transportation companies, theix 
people stay here. The money stays here. They don't have | 


offices in Edmonton and Vancouver and Calgary. Their 


: 
offices and their pickup trucks and their groceries 
and everything else that they buy -- to give you an 
example of an offshoot of a very small corporation, | 
one, and then I'll leave you. | 
Arctic Cruise Lines in a year 
usually generate anywhere up to $300,000 gross. Now 
our’ information ‘its* that ‘that"s300+000" other than the 
money that has to be spent for insurance premiums which 
go’ ‘to-“pondon ,England’, ‘and "fuel YYto? imperial’ O1mvPr the 
rest of the money stays here. It goes in wages, fuel, 
cost-of the vessel* but that $3001,000 gross also 


generates another $300,000 with people coming into the 


country. That $300,000 is made up of hotels motels,

I sort of prepared for this thing, so I'll be reading

A Until I was about the 
age of 9 or 10, my family was out in the bush with my 
father who was trapping seven months of the year. 


Because we were out from October till May, we weren't 


getting the right amount of education. My father decide 


that we should get our education in Hay River and went 
out trapping alone. I went to school until I was age 
16. Because of the great change in those five years 
in Hay River, in Hay River's development, I found it 
difficult and my family found it difficult to keep 
pace with the change. I'ma little nervous here. 


Q WE11, you just take your 
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time, 

A By then, trapping and 
fishing and other ways of making a living wasn't feasibl 
enough to live by. After Pine Point had started and 
the road constructed to Fort Smith, our trapping became 
less and less. My father was able to support us in the 
"50's, but in the '60's we were hard-pressed to maintain 
our traditional ways. 

When you go over to the Indian 
village on Friday I hope you will look at what is left 
of the ways of my people, and then look again across the 
river at the N.T.C.L. loading the oil tanks and the 
development there and you will see the problems of the 
native people in the Northwest Territories and what 
will happen to their ways of life. | 

Hay River is a prime example | 
of the north. It has a 17-storey high-rise with the 
indian village within a five-mile radius. What kind 
of guarantees will the construction and gaS companies 
give to modify the problems of drinking and of disorien 
tation "the native people and white people will 
encounter with this huge development? 

That's all I have to say. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Thank you 
very much, I wonder if you would mind just handing your 
written statement into the Secretary of the Inquiry and 
we'll mark it as an exhibit.

“Bute. confess tiaty 2 
didn't anticipate your question and obviously they 
didn't either. But we'll struggle with that and do 

the best we can -- or at least they will struggle with 
it and I'll see they do the best they can.

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(WITNESS ASIDE) 

THE COMMISSIONER: Yes, Mr. 
Stewart? 

DON STEWART, resumed: 

THE WITNESS: Mr. Commissioner, 
I've been asked on behalf of the fishermen of Hay River 
and the Freshwater Fish Marketing Corporation to bring 
up a problem that will face this particular industry. 

We've had an indication that 
for the most part most small business people with the 
advent of the pipeline would in some way partake in 
the slice of pie that will be divided up. Their busines 
Ses will be directly affected by increased volume of 
business. 

However, we have a situation 
with the fishermen where they have a capitalization of 
some 20 to $30,000 that they're paying for at the : 
present time, and with the advent of a pipeline they | 
would not be in a competitive position to be able to 
pay wages to maintain Pacer shan fleet. Now this 
would be no major problem if there were work enough for 
the 20 or 30 boats that are actively engaged in commer- 
cial fishing on the lake. However, if this is not the 
case, then this industry could be in bad straits. 

| There is also a fish plant tha 
Ls vcapita li zedsataboutec300,,000, that as, aii rect 
charge against the men in the fishing fleets that will 
have to be paid for. But there is no way that the pipe 
line is going to increase the price of their fish, at 


least I can't visibly see that this would be a proper 
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approach at this time anyway, as their main markets 
are in United States. 

So we've got an industry that 
will be affected by the probable raise in wages in 
the area, that has no way of compensating itself for 
this raise. Now this particular industry has been 
very important to Hay River. As a matter of fact, it 
was the first industry that we did have. The people 
mainly involved in the industry are residents of the 
Town of Hay River, and their money is spent here. It's 
offoncern to us just what type of assistance or what 
type of a program could be developed to protect these 
people over the rough time of the initial three or four 
years of a pipeline construction. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Thank you. 
I'm glad you brought that up. It's a very interesting 
problem, and shows how these things -- we all knew 
these things cut both ways, but that's a good example 
of how they do. ui don't think that our friends at 
Arctic Gas or at Foothills have figured that one out 
yet, but I can assure you that I will have the Inquiry 
staff look at it and you can certainly assure the 
fishermen that I'll have them looking at it and if 
the fishermen in the meantime come up with a specific 
recommendation that they think I should consider, I'll 
certainly be happy to do that, and you can tell them 
that if they decide later on that they want to come 
to Yellowknife to tell me a little more about this, 
I'll see that they get there, at the expense of the 
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A Thank you very much. 

MR, HOLLINGWORTH: Mr, Commis- 
sioner? . (WITNESS ASIDE) 

CHE’ COMMISSTONER : Yes, Mr, 
Hollingworth? 

MR. HOLLINGWORTH: Mr. Monroe 
anes enquiry to you asked what the plans of both 
companies were with respect to telecammunications, and 
gas monitoring, and only Arctic Gas' response was 
solicited on that. 

THE COMMISSIONER: No, I was 
going to elicit yours, but Mr. Stewart came forward 
and I hadn't forgotten you. 

MR. HOLLINGWORTH:, I'm glad 
Ole that.) in answer ‘to Mr, Monroe's enquiry, sir, 
Foothills would plan to utilize Canadian National 
Telecommunications microwave and satellite facilities. 
I assume that they don't own their satellite but they 
rent space on it; but in any event, Foothills would 
plan to utilize both those facilities exclusively and 
not have its own communications system. To that end 
firm discussions -- well, more than discussions -- 
firm commitments have been made in discussions with 
Canadian National Telecommunications; and the second 
enquiry waS with respect to gas monitoring and where 
the Gas Control Centre would be, and in the case of 
Foothills, this would be located in the City of 


Yellowknife.

STAN LANTZ, sworn: 
THE WITNESS: My name is Stan 
Lantz, and I'm a member and spokesman for the Hay 


River New Democrats. Mr. Justice Berger, I'd like to 
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. Speak to you in regard to the pipeline development and 
4 its effect on the people at Hay River and the Northwest 
: Territories generally. 

; Many of us look forward to the 
5 


development of a pipeline within our borders, with 
mixed emotions. The people of the N.W.T. are in the 
unique position in Canada of having virtually no say 
in many of the decisions which affect our economic 
and social life, by virtue of the fact the Federal 
Government sees fit to deny our people their democrati 
right to govern ourselves and to decide our own economi 
future, 

By retaining fiscal authority 
and control of our resources and legislative powers of 


| 
| 
the N.W.T. in the hands of Ottawa and their appointee, 





the Commissioner of the Northwest Territories, we as | 
northern Canadians are denied the rights of ine, Panes 
which other Canadians take for granted. 

We in the Northwest and Yukon 
Territories are the only people on the continent living 
under a colonial system, and this under a government 
which supposedly bases its political philosophy on some 
thing called "the just society", 

The history of development of 
resources in Northern Canada and Northwest Territories 
is one of exploitation, with the developers coming in 
to remove our resources as quickly as possible at the 
lowest possible cost to developers, and serious social 


and economic disruptions are left in their wake for the 


people who remain, Any development taking place in 
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l the Northwest Territories should be done under the 
5 control of our elected representatives and not Ottawa 
3 and exploiting companies, | The people of Hay River and 
4 other communities must, as a priority, benefit over the 
5 Short and long-term of this development, or we don't 
6 want it. 
; To repeat the past mistakes 
3 caused by large extractive schemes would be irresponsible, 
9 Under the present system of government it is a clear-cut

41 tages to Hay River over the period of pipeline 3 
30 enterprisers to come and take advantage of the boom, 
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The question is, will te 


be a healthy social and economic environment for our 


town? We can use previous examples such as the 


‘Alaska Pipeline situation which indicates that the 


effects on the people of Hay River and the Northwest 
Territories will be at best a mixed blessing. For 
example, in Fairbanks, Alaska, apartments rented at 
$250 per month before pipeline development are now 
$750 per month, if you can get one. Bread and other 
Staples have gone up 300% in price due to the supply 
and demand situation. From this example we see that 
many commodities will be in short supply and that the 
cost of living to northern residents will soar. 

It's highly unlikely that 
local people, whether they be business people or wage 
earners, will be able to meet this rapid expansion 
in our local economy. It's fairly well conceded that 
the approval for the building of the pipeline is 
imminent, and it doesn't appear that the Federal or 
Territorial Governments have made any plans at this 
time for the massive impact. It is conceivable that 
within six months after the pipeline has been given 
approval, the population in Hay River could double. 
The«municipal authorities would be unable to cope 
and the Municipality of Hay River will need large 
sums of money to provide services in the areas of 
housing, education, recreation, modern sewer. Even now 
Hay River finds itself in the position where they do 
not have the funds to provide sufficient water and 


sewer facilities for the present population. At best, 


| 
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| 
if Hay River receives all monies and support necessary 
for the huge development, the adjustment financially 
and socially will ie very difficult to make. 

If it receives only partial 
or late support, the impact will be devastating to its 
residents. But what happens after the big boom? Follow 
ing construction of a pipeline, construction workers and 
the fast buck artists leave Hay River and the north, 
What will remain? Studies have shown that there will 
be an immediate collapse in many businesses, resulting 
in massive unemployment and the social impact will be 
felt by our residents. Hay River will go through a 
very difficult period to maintain services demanded 


during the pipeline construction, and it will take time 


for the economy to once again stabilize itself. 


From the above examples we 

see that few permanent residents will benefit over the 
short and long-term unless the Territorial Administratio 
and Federal Government begin immediately to plan and. 
implement suitable Soe eeae to assist our people during 
this difficult period. 

| It is the Territorial and 
national democratic policy that fair settlement of nativ 
land claims be made prior to any pipeline development. 
Thos many people in Canada and the Northwest 
Territories who disagree with this attitude. What must 
be understood is the fact that settlement of these land 
claims will mean all northerners benefit. The native 
people would then have an economic base to work from 


and develop their own cultural and economic futures. 
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Land would be set aside for future generations, and 
northern businesses would have an opportunity to deal 
with its own teecreuwens as equals. 

When we have people who live 


under different rules of reference and coming under

The flow of energy from the 
Northwest Territories to United States and Canadian 
markets will produce many jobs for Southern Canadians 
and Americans, and provide profits to the southern- 


based companies, But what about the cost of energy 


in our Territories? One company, Gas Arctic, doesn't 


want to provide gas services to communities. Foothills 


will at what they call competitive rates, that is it 
won't cost any mre than we pay now. 

Unless we receive royalty 
benefits for every cubic foot of gas and every gallon 
of oil leaving the Northwest Territories, we will be 
robbed of our-natural rights. 

In conclusion, I would like 
to say that unless we are able to provide ourselves 
with a reasonably priced energy resource to create 
secondary industry in the north, and royalty benefits 
to underwrite our high cost of living and services, 
the people of the Northwest Territories will remain 
in economic bondage to the Federal Government and the 


large extracting companies.

THE WITNESS: My name is 
Stan Dean. I'ma local contractor and I have been in 
the Northwest Territories for some 40 years. A great 
deal of that time has been spent in the contracting 
business, and I would like to present the problems - that 
the small contractor in the Northwest Territories faces 
in regards to the development of a pipeline. I don't 
have a prepared brief but I think in the past I've done 


considerable talking about the various probkms that 
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contractors have, and the various trucking companies. 

We have a fleet of trucks so we're involved in trucking. 
We have a fair oat of construction equipment and 

our range of operations is fairly wide, and yet we are 
still a small company. 

Perhaps there is two reasons 
for the company being small. 

1. Is that the Federal Government leads off by demand- 
ing on every contract that they write up that suitable 
bonding be placed on the contract to pier antecuinas 
the government contracts will be carried out. I don't 
argue with this program, I think that a company taking 
a contract should be able to guarantee that its work 
will be done on schedule and to the degree of quality 
that the contract calls for. However, we've had in 
the past,Mr. Chretien said it several times, I think 
forse 
the "person I heard say it was the Directo#x of Education 
for the Northwest Territorial Government, they said | 
thet PALL. works.contracts’ and).so on and so forth, in 
the Northwest ie ceeaee been paid for by the 
people of Southern Canada, therefore the contracts must 
besopensw ito: als. the icontractors in sCanada;" This is the 
thinking behind these statements. 

I would presume to say that 
under the present circumstances the contracts are 
available to all contractors in Canada, except in the 
Northwest Territories because I've fought the battle 
to get bonding for quite a number of years. I think 
sometime ago, well last month, I was successful for 


the first time to get commercial bonding on a contract,

whether you would get bonding again on the next con- 
tract, but we can assume that we passed that hurdle. 

Buty the biggest thing that a 
contractor faces, the biggest probiem that he faces in 
getting bonding is to have current assets exceed Seg 
liabilities. There are several things in this program 


that are fairly difficult for a northern contractor to 





come up with this situation. In the first place, most 
-- if he has one type of machinery, it's only good for 
one season of the year. If you're digging sewer and 
water services, or putting in sewer and water, the 

Only time you can really do that is in the summertime. | 


You very seldom get a job that you can Carry out in

the wintertime, and so that type of equipment, trenching 
equipment, is primarily summertime operation, If YOU 
have trucks and you're hauling gravel, about the only | 
time you can handle a quantity of gravel is in the 
summertime, The Northwest Territories Government and 
the Yukon Government have written into their ordinances 
a proviso that says that if a person cannot come up 
with acceptable bonding, he may put a 10% bid bond 

down, and in lieu of a performance bond he may put an 
additional 10% and that would serve the purpose of 
bonding. However, if yau look at a contract that's 
worth $100,000 you're expected then to put $20,000 up 
before you can complete the contract, and there's no 
proof, no way that the government will assist small 
businesses along this line. 


My argument for the last numbe 
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of years has been that the Department of Industry & 
Development, who have people all through the country, 
should be able, where a degree of responsbility is 
shown, they should be able to make loans available to 
these people to write bonding, or else they should be 
able to make arrangements with certified bonding compan- 
ies and more or less stand behind the Northwest Terri- 
tories contractor. This is a very important thing for 
the contractors of the Northwest Territories. In Hay 
River we have quite a number of contractors that's been 
here 15, 20, 25 years. They'remt fly-by-night grab-the 
quick-buck people; they've come into Hay River and 
they've raised their families here. A lot of their 
families have been born here, so they're qualified 


residents of the Northwest Territories and I think that 


it's very important that when a local contractor goes 
out in the field he probably has his own sons, he | 
probably has his wife or his daughter doing his books. 
They haven't got a great deal of money at their disposal. 
Most. of the local.contractors hire local labor. They 
hire the graduates of your Northern Training Programs, 
I could go through a number of companies that I know of 
personally that all their employees are northerners. 
They may not be native northerners; but I think this is 
a factor that comes out very seldom in public debate on 
the future of the Northwest Territories and development 
of the Northwest Territories. 

In the Northwest Territories 
we have Indian, Eskimo and Metis organizations. We also 


have in the Northwest Territories a great number of 
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government employees which very seldom are long-term 
residents. We also Nave a group of people “Tike myself, 
and like a number of my friends, who, as I said before, 
brought their family up here in the north. Maybe some 
of their families are married to families -- have marr- 
ied into families from Yellowknife; they maybe married 
into Metis families; they maybe married into native 


families, but they're still white northerners. I don't 





Pree to" bring lir-color™"drscriminacron Orvanytiinig, put 
as a white northern contractor, we have a great deal 

of discrimination directed at us by the various govern- 
ment departments, and we like to bring this to your 
attention because if the pipeline goes ahead, and I 
think it will, we could look for our company to expand, 


and if we expand we will be expanding our staff. Our | 





staff now is only small, it varies from 15 to 30 people | 
but they're all northerners; and when we expand, if | 
we can expand we will be expanding our staff to north- 
ermers and we need to, in doing this, help quite “a” few 
people actually. We help ourselves in the first place, 
but a native northerner living here has his own living 
accommodation. He has his own home, his own form of 
entertainment, and he has a place fice tortie joo" to 

go and relax. So we're helping ourselves by -- we 
pride ourselves on saying that we pay the equivalent 
wages to what the government pays and what the other 

big companies pay in various forms, there might be a 

few cents one way or the other but we like to remain 
abreast of current wages, and I think that we do, so 


in hiring local people we're giving them also a good 
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rate because they hire on with a company that under- 
stands their problems and we also have a tendency to 
want to improve ae ares skill in handling machinery. I 
have two or three fellows that work with me that are 
good operators. They can handle any type of machinery 
you can put in the field. So I say that what local 
people need is an opportunity to show their skills and 


do it at a current good wage, and we have seen in the 





last few years here a number of make-work programs like 
"Hire North" and "Work Arctic" and so on and so forth, 
We have “Heavy Duty Equipment Operators Trainingéchool 
in the Northwest Territories. They have all done a 
certain amount of good but they haven't provided the 
graduate from these things with a job. This is what 
you're looking at in the future. If we're going to have 
Stabilization in the Northwest Territories, people of 
the Northwest Territories have tgqhave jobs that's going 
to go to work on Monday morning and work till Saturday, 
and they will be able to know that they can do it in 
the summer, in the winter, and so on and so forth. 

If we have native people 
working for us and they wish to go trapping in the win- 
tertime, we're only too glad to make arrangements with 
them to be replaced, if they are needed, let them go ou 


on the line, let them go where they're working to, 





whether they want to go to work and Gaia them back 
again in the spring. This provides them with continu 
ity and continuity is -- the lack of continuity is the 
main cause of unrest in the Northwest Territories. 


To get back to my original 
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lL argument, when you can't get bonding for a job, the 
2 big companies come in from Edmonton, from Regina,from 
3 Montreal, fram event os they have contracts to put up 
4 150 houses, they have a contract to build a high-rise, 
5 they have a contract to build all these things. They 
6 bring in with them their working staff, and the only 


7 people that they hire locally is what they hire ona 


8 temporary basis, but if itwas a Northwest Territories 

9 company building these houses, they would be employing 
10 a staff of northern people the year-around. I think 
Yr that this is very important. 
A When we've heard presentations 
L3 i} made in regards to pipeline and they tell you how many 
14 people are going to be employed, I think one figure 
aS I heard was 8,000 people spread out in six or eight 
16 camps or something like that. It's also been bandied 
17 about that these camps will be located away from major 
18 centres, so that the people from these camps don't get 
ao into the local towns and cause disturbances and so 
20 onriand esowtorth:. ehlt ymay a a good feature, but then 
ZL it would be nice if, as they went by Hay River, and 
ae those camps maybe have 50 or 100 people employed from 
a3 Hay River and those 100 people when their time off come 
24 they go back to Hay River and say, "Hello" to their 
25 families and have a few dollars in their pockets to do 
26 Tiana. tip. I think that my predecessor here mentioned 
27 Indian land claims and so on and so forth, I think that

2 Government in a lot of ways has provided qite a lot of

14 treaties. All they did in making the treaties, they 
Ss said, "Look my friend, this is what the Great White | 
16 Mother is going to offer you people," and being | 
27 inclined to be timid, they accepted the offer. They ! 
18 didn't realize that they were giving away their rights, 
i? their rights to own land, their rights to a number of 
20 privileges that the white population of the Northwest 
21 Territories had and so you can't make a satisfactory 


settlement of land claims by coming up with a land 
settlement program, and handing it to the people of the 
Northwest Territories and the Indian people of Canada. 
The Indian people of Canada 
have to present to the government what they want, and 
if they do this, in time, and negotiations, they probabl 
will get the best part of what they want. But if you're 
going to hold an $8 billion pipeline as an axe over 


the people's head that they're trying to negotiate 
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these land claims, well you're just asking for another 
imposed settlement, and I don't think it is right. 

| Anyhow, I tend to disagree 
with my predecessor, in fact he repeated a number of 
times that the Federal Government was doing absolutely 
nothing . I think it's been made very clear during 
your Inquiry that the Federal Government has made monies 
available and it's continuing to make monies available 
for,to provide a good cross-section of native input 
into this Inquiry, and we have to say to ourselves, 
"Well, the government is doing something." If they're 
not doing enough, that's another thing, but to say 
they're not doing anything is not right. 

I would like to see some syste 

set up of financing local businesses, Actually this | 
goes as far as municipalities and so on and so forth 


because there's a big surge of development in the 


Northwest Territories, and we're going to take part in 





it, we're going to find that not only small companies 
but big companies are ans s to invest a lot of money. 
One pizwe of equipment can cost you $500,000 to be 
satisfactory for this type of development, and in three 
years' time that piece of equipment is no longer has 
any use unless they keep building pipelines. 

So I think thatprobably if thi 
developme nt goes ahead, that either the Federal or 
the Territorial Government should be persuaded to make 
money available on a local incentive basis so that if 
a company goes into this mass development and finds 


themselves with equipment that he can't use, then 
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possibly the finance payments could be taken care of 
or the machinery could be turned back in, s0%4Ss0 that 
the person, the onaens having this machinery don't 
get, tooybadly hurt, 

I think my predecessor was 
talking about the high cost of providing living accom- 
modation and sewer and water and roads and so on and 
so forth, and I believe that this is of necessity going 
to be a responsibility of thepeople that build the 
Pipeline, that they're going to have to come in and 
where development is absolutely essential, I believe 
that they're going to have to make some money available 
to take care of the loss to the local communities and | 
to the local contractors. However, this has a tendency 


' 


to be a dream world because it's pretty well recognized | 





that most of the money that goes into this pipeline | 
will come from the States, and it will probably be | 
American companies thatare the prime contractors in | 
mostucases,.and I.think «that, this is wrong. I,think 
that unless we can make At: imprint on northern busines 
and build up a number of businesses so that as the 
future goes along we can point a company at Aklavik 
or a company at Inuvik or Yellowknife or Hay River or 
Fort Smith or some place like that and say, "This 
company is large enough to carry out these 
projects," and go to them andmake contracts with them. 
This is what building the north means, it means buildin 
the people up in the north. 

I think that is all I have 


to say on this subject, and I wish to thank the people 


re 
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that made this meeting possible so that we have a chance 
to say what we are thinking, and if I've talked too long 
oybored people, well I'm sorry, but I'm trying to say 
what I've been saying for quite a few years now to 
various governme nt and Inquines and so on and so forth), 
and I hope that we have some impact on the program, 

Thank you. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Thank you, 
Mr. Dean, Well, just before you go, you said your 
business was trucking. You have a trucking business. 

A We have both trucking and 
general construction, sewer and water and so on and so 
forth, Our biggest portion of our business is in con- 


struction, in land-moving construction, like hauling | 
| 


gravel and’ trenching, Landscaping and so on and so “forth, 


| 
and occasionally we get into road-building, but in the | 


; : 
Northwest Territories the government seems to have a | 


| 
franchise on road-building so it doesn't allow much for 
expansion along those lines by local contra_ctors. 
I think in Ilay River we have three or four -- we have 
about six companies in Hay River that are engaged in 
the same type of operation as I am, They may not be 
into sewer and water, but they might be into something 
else. ‘They might bevinto*crane work ~or “Something ‘like 
that, so there is a good potential in Hay River amongst 
focal™contractors, 

Q You mentioned the Voca- 
tional School in Fort Smith. I understand they train 
northerners to be, among other things, heavy equipment 


Operacers at’ that school, or “instreute "=—"Li"ve forgotte 
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the name of it -- but I'm sure you know the one I 
mean, Have you had the opportunity of taking on any 
of those people from that school on your staff -- I 
mean young people from Hay River who have gone down 
there presumably to learn to operate that equipment? 
A Yes, actually we've 
employed at different times three or four of these 
graduates of this school. I think that the biggest 
problem we have with this type of people is that they 


are given a theory course, they've been showed how 


this equipment operates, but they haven't got the train- 


ing in the field. I think they made an effort to -- 


like they built the road to the Indian Village across 


the river there in order to train some of these people, 


but the training, to my opinion, is inadequate. I think 


that training is one thing, but if you -- well, we 
used to say if you took a person out of school and 


he comes and tells you he's taken a course on how 


-to run a caterpillar tractor, well, just stay right 


away from him because what counts is experience whether 


he can operate that machine or not. There's quite a 
bit of difference between theory and practical opera- 
tions, This is a clear picture of what I've been 


talking about, though, with these people coming from 


the heavy duty operator course should be able to find 


jobs in their home towns with people that understand 


and are prepared to gamble and train them further. The 


problem is that most of these people, there's no con- 
tractor firms in the smaller towns because as I said 


before, if the government gives out a contract they 
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give it out to somebody in Southern Canada. If they're 
going to build a school they got a contractor from 
Southern Canada in their building; if they're going to 
build 50 houses in a settlement, nobody at a local 
level can take contracts for these things. It's not a 
question of not having the ability or people to do it, 
it's just that people cannot invest all their money 
in having a construction firm in a place like Fort 


Simpson for instance, with no guarantee that they're 


going to have year-around work. If you have the year- 


around work well you can hire trainees from any one 

of the course$S that they take in the heavy duty opera- 
tor courses, it is a reasonably good one but with the 
education system in the Northwest Territories people 
are sent out for mechanical training, electrical 
engineers, or to get their plumbing ticket and so on 
and so forth; but unless they apprentice themselves 

to that trade in Edmonton or Calgary or wherever they 
go for their course, they come back with just a little 
bit more knowledge than they had when they went out 
but they are in no shape to go ahead and take a plumb- 
ing job and carry it out because they don't have the 
experience, and I think a number of times in the last 
year the Commissioner has complained bitterly that 
they have a hard time to fill their technical staff 


in the Northwest Territories. This always amazes me 


because they don't hire the graduates of the heavy duty 


operators' course in the Highway Maintenance out on 


the road, they bring all their operators in from 


Alberta.Anybody that gets a job out here at Enterprise 
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might get a six-months labor job but he won't get a 

job operating equipment, even if he's hired on as a 
heavy duty equipment mechanic he eeduael tte and die 
there without becoming shop foreman because they won't 
recognize him, they won't advance people from -- and 
this is what we all, what is the basis of a lot of 

our complaints. We have people in any trade, the 
policy of the mar nieori al school system is real good, 
It doesn't cost a person hardly anything to go out and 
get a university education. They just have to devote 
their time and pass their exams, and the government 
will see that their expenses are paid for. But when 
they come out of that university they won't see that 
they get a job. Every -- the number of people that are 
employed in either the federal or territorial level | 
in the Northwest Territories. | 


The percentage of people that | 





come from the Northwest Territories is negligible and 
Ptunink Dthidts tis -avshame, I tthink "thateds chas “been 

said often in the past few years, there should be 
native people in welfare, there should be native people 
in every field that the government may employ. Sol 
think the general contention is that if you don't have 
a university education you're going to make a mistake 
and the government can't explain this away. But the 
number of mistakes that are. .made by ignorant government 
employees from the south, I don't say they're ignorant 
from an educational standpoint of view, but they come 
into an entirely different area with entirely different 


problems, with entirely different construction problems, 
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| 
They don't know what they're talking about and they 
won't eet esto the people that are in the country and 
know what they're talking about because they've been 
dealing with it, and they think that if we're talking 
about the pipeline, that's one thing; if we're talking 
about development of the Northwest Territories, devel- 
opment of people in the Northwest Territories we have 
to start talking about the government employing some 
of the people from the Northwest Territories themselves, 
some of the ‘graduates of their own courses.

THE WITNESS: My name is 
Stuart,Demelt. I)was up here this» afternoon) for a littl 
while. 

THE COMMISSIONER: I remember 
you well, sir. 

A And to go on further 
onto this subject, I have heard a lot of testimony 
so far from listening to the radio on this Inquiry 
about all the harm that's going to be done to the 
environment, to the trapping, and all this, and as an 
old trapper up here for a lot of years and then after 
that I worked around the mines, trading into the mines, 


it's a known fact that the fur and the game animals 
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concentrate around mines, mines like Discovery and Rae- 
Fock ang Tundra and places like this out of Yellow- 
knife where foxes and the moose and caribou and every- 
thing just seem to hang around these mines and the 
best trapping there was was around them, 

We put the bush roads into 
Bear Lake and into Tundra and all the trappers were 
going up and down these roads, and they wouldnt go out 
into the bush until we did open these roads up. So 
from that aspect, development of the north is going to 
do more good than harm, | 

They talk about the damage tha 
the cats are going to do to the environment. There's 
roads around Yellowknife that I hauled wood over and 
freight with cats 20 years ago that you can't see 
where those roads are today. They're grown over, and 
I would show those to anybody who would be interested. 


As far as northern, using 


up here are real good. They want to work, they want 
to prove they can hold their own. I was foreman in 
Yellowknife for nine years and I had over half native 
crew at all times, and then I was instructor at "Hire 
North" on that heavy equipment program and we trained 
native errors there in a short time that were real 
good, they caught on real fast and were real good 
workers, There are. a few that are against this and 
say that they can't compete with white men just don't 
know what they're talking about, in my opinion, and

northern labor, like I said before most of the Indians 
like I say, I've had about 12 years' experience wth 
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i Le now. They're easy to train and they're really 
2 interested in doing a good job. So I think that aspect

16 ceived in any one year in that period. SOL think 
=) that the credibility of guys giving testimony should 
18 be checked awful closely. 
19 Most of this hollering and 
20) stuff is done by the Indian Brotherhood, and this is 
Pa. a group of people that are controlled by whites, not 
we by the majority of the Indians. I was fired off "Hire 
is) North" by the Indian Brother hood, and they didn't 
24 know anything about it until it came out over the 
ae radio. It was all done by whites, using Indian 
26 Brotherhood for a name, 
27 If I had half as much money 
28 and half as much time as the Brotherhood has had, I 
29 could get a group of people up in each settlement 
30 that would be workers and good trappers to testify 


that we need the pipeline, it would do good. 
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One other thing that I heard 
on the radio, I think it was from Aklavik. The tndians 
Said they don't want any blond Indians, inferring that 
when this construction goes ahead that the white 
men are going to come in and take over all the women. 
If you look around Yellowknife or Hay River or prac- 
tically any other town, you'll find that there's more 
Indians with white women than there are with native 
women. So I don't think this argument is going to 
Carry too much weight. 

Right now the government is 
doing all kinds of things for natives. We have lower 
interest rates for natives, training programs for 
natives, everything we can to help them, I think this 
is real good, it's something we really need. But 
why should be be criticized that we're not doing 
enough? My wife was born up in this 
country, my kids were born up in this country, I've 
lived here since I was nine years old, and we're 
Still not natives. We're still considered outsiders, 
even my, childrens, 12 kon!trthinkyethat's fair. 

When I was a kid up here, 
my dad was real good friends with the Indians, in fact 
he saved a lot of them in Hay River here in the food. 
At that time they figured that the treaty was a real 
good thing, and it hadn't been signed that much before 
that. That was 1930, when it was signed in '21, so 
at this time I had the privilege of knowing a lot of 
the people that were involved in the signing of the 


treaty,and it was considered at that time that they 
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had made a real good deal. The fact that plop cemnibne 
went the other way is not so good; but that's beside 

the point. They figured at the time they made a real 
good deal and until the Indian Brotherhood with white 
backing started stirring things up, there wasn't any 

problen., 

One thing we do have to do 
in this country is get away from this special citizen. 
There's to be no difference between the Indian or 
white man or anything else; if a man's a good man, 
he's a good man; if he's no good, he's no good, and 
the government is creating this special citizen stuff 
all the time, and most of the ones that are working 
and making their own living -- and there's a lot of 
them that are, a lot of my good friends are -- they | 
don't want to be considered Indians, they want to be | 
respected for what they are, not for being an Indian | 
or white man, half-breed or anything else. This whole 
Situation has been created by the government in about 
the last 15 years. So now we're having a racial 
problem, or we will be having one. 

Another thing, they talk abou 
going back to the old days. In Treaty 11, signed in 
1921, the Commissioner's Report in that treaty said: 

"Last winter there were no deaths due to 
starvation, as is characteristic in northern 
winters," 
I wonder how many of them would like to go back to 
thai? 


One.of our big problems up

a here is that there 's too many instant experts coming 
Z into the country, staying here for six months, three 
3 Months, six months or a year and write up a big 

4 report, and this is what Ottawa is going by in an 

5 awful lot of cases instead of going around and talking 
6 to the people that really know... If yoursgo into any 

7 community, and the first guys that are up there to 

8 do all the talking are the guys that don't do any of 
9 the work. These are the guys these instant experts 
10 are talking to. 
ll Getting back to training 
2 programs, the cost of this Mackenzie Highway have 


this Den-Mac Co-Op in Simpson that's working with 
mostly natives, which again is a good thing; but it's 


got completely out of hand. Instead of training them 





how to look after machines, all they're doing is 


wrecking them, brand new loaders, brand new trucks, 





they're taking them in there without proper super- 
vision and some of them are being a complete write-off 
in less than a week. So that shoves the cost of the 
highway up out of all proportions. While the training 
program, like "Hire North" is really good, when they 
get something like this it costs you nothing but 

money and not doing any good at all for the people 
they're training, instead of training them to operate 
equipment all they're doing is training them to wreck 
equipment. It gives the cost of the highway, the 
total cost of the highway of course has to go up out 
of ‘abl proportion.

I don't think we should be 
here talking about each other. I think when the

We never 


change but we like to work, too, because I see all 
these problems not just in the Territories, I see it 
in Alberta, people they don't want to face because I

When we talk about fishing, they're 
suffering today because they're getting 9¢ a pound, 
when you pay Freshwater, you go and pay Hay River

a pound, we're getting 30¢ a pound. You buy fish 
Yellowknife, it's PLeso a pounu, oO © ‘donc Know what 
kind of business we're running, if we're going to work 
for people. 

I like to show what's taken 
Sitti 4 West Channel was taken away from us, before 
you go I'd be glad to show you. We got problems, we 
have to face problems, I know this. But we like to 
dee Ofooy But I'm not here to talk about anybody. 

I'm here for the future of the kids, native kids, 
doesn't matter what kind of kids. We can't change what 
we are, We face these problems, we have to settle 
them because we can't go back 100 years from now. 

I'd like to see pipeline 
start, but deal with people as you go, don't squeeze 
them behind or in the bush some place. Face with 
them, 

MR. “UACKSON: “I'd like” to’ just 
ask you a few questions to explain a few more things 
to the judge about fishing. The judge is from Vancouve 
and they do things different on the West Coast. 
Couldyou explain to the judge how you do your fishing 
here, what times of the year you go out fishing, and 
what kind of eqiiipment you use? 

A In Territories last couple 


years there's no closed season, you fish from open 
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water to freegxup, and then freezeup till spring, as 
long as you could; but I know on the coast there you 
are again, like Freshwater ,I have to talk about, 
theresisyonly two fish» plants. across Canada that’ are. 
in the bush, I don't know if you know on the coast 
all the fish plants in the waterfront. Then any 

fish companies before they were facing Hay River to 
buy fish, they were all in waterfront, that's where 
they save their pennies, all that extra cost running 
Dback@and forth, we can't put up with’ that. 

Q Could you explain a little 
bit more when you go fishing in open water, what 
kind of boats to you use, what kind of equipment do 
you have, how many boats do you have, what kind of 
nets? So the judge has some idea of what you've got 
involved in in fishing. 

A This the reason I invite him 
to come to the channel. I think they be glad, fisher- 
mens to let them know what day for the winter and 
I think he can see it for-himself, and then I'd be 
glad to take him around and talk to the fishermens 
the problem they're facing, and then we like to 
deal, again I say we're here to deal for the people. 
THattstallwiegot?torsays 

THE COMMISSIONER: Mr. Morinys how 
many -- about how many people, how many fishermen 
are there in Hay River? 

A There iS right now when the 
Freshwater took over there was 35 big boats, and 


then they dropped to about 18 boats now, and then 
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maybe 40 skiffs or something,small outfits, you know. 

Q And you were saying 
there's no closed .season on Great Slave Lake. You fish 
year-around. How do you fish, if you do, when there 
is ice on the water? 

A When it's safe enough 
to go out in the fall winter fishing, you can go 
and go out fishing and then as far as you can fish 
in a season, you know, maybe 4% months in the winter 
fishing, or 5 months. Like before it was set seasons, 
you know; now it's no more set seasons, we fight for 
a few years to try and get between seasons it was 
just too long for fishermen, that's why we got no 
closed season, 

MR. JACKSON: You explained 
before when you were talking about Freshwater and | 
how before Freshwater things were better. What | 
difference did Freshwater make to you as a fisherman? 
Could you explain to the judge what happened after 
Freshwater came in, the difference to your life as 
a fisherman? 

A. When the Freshwater 
took over in Hay River, they come, to; Hay; River, there 
lown Board was set up. As we had to pick up our own 
boats, we pay 2¢ a pound freight back on the boats and 
then I guess it was a kind of mixup, everyone of us 
trying to grab a boat, you know, and then I think we 
have to say, we must have had, the manager wasn't 
too hot for Freshwater, Imthinkethat'snthe guy really 


hurts some of the fishermen, 
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#Q Could you tell the judge 
a little bit more about some of thdproblems you have 
at the moment you're fishing, with the fish plant an 
with some of the other problems you have? 

A I hope some of the fish- 
ermens they come up here and speak. I'm sure it" ne 
a great hand for me because I think I explain myself 
already, and I like to see some of the fishermens come 
up here and then maybe they got something more to Say 
and they will give me a break and I can come back late 

THE COMMISSIONER: Well, thank 
you very much, Mr. Morin, I'd be happy to come down 
tomorrow morning with you to see where you carry on 
the fishery, and see some of the boats. That, I think 
would make what you've told me tonight a little 
clearer in my own mind.

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be far better off. At least it would be an ongoing 
thing for the betterment of all Canadians as opposed 
to the results of:this Inquiry which may be just a 
recommendation to a decision which is already made. 

So I would suggest -- and 
maybe I haven't the right to -- that if the Federal 
Government were to sit back and look at the funds that 
have been expended and to see actually where they're 
going, me for one feel the money that's being put 
towards the Metis Association, the Indian Brotherhood, 
if I thought in one instance or in most instances 
that that was going back to the people on the land tha 
really needed it, as opposed to consultants, lawyers 
and that sort of thing, or even one-fifth of it were 
to go back where it's needed, then I think it would 
be a good purpose. But all in all, in my own mind 
if they were to take a good hard look at it and just 
weigh the facts where their bucks have gone and sit 
back and figure where they could have done better, 
then they would probably be a lot better off.

(WITNESS ASIDE) 

THE COMMISSIONER: Anybody els 
that -- while you're collecting your thoughts, it migh 
be helpful if I said something about the thing that 
is concerning the gentleman who just spoke. The 
Arctic Gas people went to the Federal Government about 
a year ago and they said, "We want to build a pipeline 
to bring natural gas from Alaska and the Mackenzie 


Delta to Southern Canada and the United States." 
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We're told this is the most expensive project ever 
undertaken by private enterprise in history, so the 
Federal Government said, "This is a matter of concern 
to the people in the north, so we should hold an 
Lhewiey s" 

i'm here® to hold that. inquiny 
and I'm here to make sure that everyone who has some- 
thing to say about this gets a fair hearing, and then 
it is for the Federal Government to decide. I think 
you all know that. 

Now, Arctic Gas and the 
other pipeline company, Foothills, have lawyers and 


experts and they have throughout been appearing at 


the formal hearings that I've been holding in Yellow- 


knife. I said to the Federal Government, "If this 


is going to be a fair hearing for everybody, we'll 


have to provide funds to people that represent inter- 
ests in the pees the native people, the environmen- 
tal people, the municipalities in the north, Chamber 
of Commerce, and in that way enable all of them to 
have lawyers themselves and experts backing up their 
lawyers who can appear at the Inquiry so that they 
will be able to participate on equal terms with Arctic 
Gas and Foothills.

This afternoon it was said that if the pipeline goes 
through it might cause some problems for the fishing 
industry in Great Slave Lake. I think we heard evidenc 
that when the pipeline is built there will be a big 
Stockpile site here at Hay River employing about 400 
construction workers, and then after that beginning 
in 1978 there will be 400 men employed here for three : 
years to handle the loading and unloading of the pipe, | 


and in addition, the capacity of the barges on the 


Mackenzie River will have to be doubled so there will 





be more men needed for that work. 

The suggestion was made that 
that will mean that the fishing industry will not be 
able to compete because it can't pay wages as good 


as people will get in this construction work in Hay 


River, Do you have any comment on that as a fisherman? 
A ' Yes, I have, because we 
hear that when the pipeline construction goes on that 
the wages will be somewheres like $2,000 a month or 
three, something like that. We're paying our fisher- 


men 500 now a month, and we feed them and sleep them, 


and at the present prices we're getting for our fish 
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E. Studney 


we just can't pay another penny. We'd like to pay but 





we can't. As Mr Morin pointed out, the fish went up 
last year, I think it was 18% or something, and we 
had a price increase of 1¢ over the '73-'74 summer 
Season. This year we have the same price for all 
Species of fish except the smoker white fish, which is 
4¢ a pound more, and then fish this year has probably 


gone up 15%, so our take-home pay is, like the fall 





of '74 if I caught the same number of pounds that I 
did in '73, my take-home pay was $5,000 less. Now if 
I catch as much fish this summer as I did last year, 
my take-home pay will be about $2,500 less. Pretty 
soon the take-home pay will be less and less and I'll 
just have to stay home, I think. 

But back to your question, 
Your, worship, Lf ourlandustry is to go on, we will 


need some federal assistance in paying the wages be- 





cause a lot of fishermen are old. Who is going to hire 
me to work on the pipeline? So there is a lot of us 
fishermen, we're old in age and we will have to fish.

but whether you're 60 or 70, you could use food 
immediately, which is needed, and we feel very strongly 
that the Federal Government must grant some form of 
grant to pay our wages to offset the wages paid in the 
pipeline construction so we can maintain our industry.

THE WITNESS: Well, I think 
there's quite a number/f people in the Hay River area | 
that are aware of the training program that the 


petroleum industry in the Northwest Territories has 





undertaken. Can_adian Arctic Gas is co-ordinating 
a program called "Nortxain" and this is a program ope 
training of northerners sponsored by the petroleum 
industry, Gulf, Shell, Imperial, Foothills, Canadian 
ALStic Gas. The program is designed primarily to 
prepare northerners to accept jobs that will become 
available with the development that will happen as 
the pipeline - - or if the pipeline project goes 
through. 

Now it takes a long time to 
train people to do the technical jobs that will 
develop with this project. It takes probably five 


years to train a southern High School graduate in 
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A. Workman 


Operating a gas plant or operating a compressor 

plant. So it will take quite a while for us to train 
people from the north in these jobs that will develop 
up here. 


We can't train people ona 





project in the north where we don't have facilities 
such as gas plants in the north, so we are having to 
train a lot of these people in the south where there 
are such facilities. At present He have about 100 
northerners on the training program training them in 
the hopes that there will be jobs available for them 
in the north as our project develops. 

However, it's not fair, as 
has been pointed out earlier, to train people and not 
have jobs for them when the training is finished. So 
even though we're not sure that the project is going 


to go, the various companies, the various oil and 





transmission companies that are partaking in this 
project have guaranteed these trainees a job on 
completion of their training regardless of whether the 
pipeline goes or not. 

Now of course, once we get 
word that there will be a pipeline, then our training 
program will expand and I'm sure that we will have 
far more, Jobs ,itxaining positions jthan.-there willbe 
people in the north to fill them. The training 
jobs that we're talking about aren't just training to 
operate a bulldozer or to be a welder; they cover a 
wide range of occupations up to business management. 


In fact, we will train anybody as far as he is willing 
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A. Workman 


and able to go. It may be that an individual on a 
program reaches a point where he can't go through or 
pick up any further training because he lacks a 
certain amount of academic education, At thatpoint 
we will determine what he really requires in the way 
of further academic training and either arrange for 
some Night School work for him in that particular 
course, whether it's physics or chemistry or mathema- 
tics, whatever it may be that he needs to progress 
further in that job. 

We will arrange that he 
Wiagieget that*training. Once he gets enough academic 
Uraining to progress in the job, he'll go back onto 


On=the-jOo training and Carry on until he reaches his 


limit. It may be that after a few months on the train- 


ingprogram the trainee may decide that this isn't 


really the field for him. Rather than be a gas 


plant operator, he'd prefer to be out surveying. That's 


fine, we're flexible and we have moved people around, 
put them into other areas where they feel they might 
be more acceptable, and tried to fit the individual 
into a field he finds is really the one that is most 
acceptable to him. 

This business of moving 


people out of the north down into the south to advance 


their training iS a pretty tough situation. People don' 


like being taken out of their home area, they're into 
an uncomfortable new situation. We have native coun- 


sellors, supervisor counsellors that work hand in hand 


with these people. If the trainee is a married person,

in, and he's treated on the job exactly as any other 





person working on the job is treated, except that he

northerners. We've got to give them a break, SO we 
start them off even with this lower education limit 
and train them on the job and provide the academic 
training when a need arises on that particular job. 
There's no point in training, say, an individual who 
is learning a technical field -- I shouldn't say "there's 
no point" -- we don't emphasize say, history training a 
a situation like that. We may emphasize mathematics.

hills parent, Alberta Gas Trunk, was involved, the 


program was kept on. 


Alberta Gas Trunk left 
ARetic Gas, thisvis fairly well known, 1n:1974 in 
September; but because this program did seem to be 
working out so well and because Alberta Gas Trunk had 
placed, I believe, 26 of the 100 people Mr. Workman 
has mentioned, it was decided that because of the 


success of the program that this was one area where 
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the parties, although competing, would continue to 
work together. I just thought I'd add that as clari- 
fication. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Yes, thank 
Vou, vr. Hollingworth. 

Well, I think we'll adjourn 
then and we'll start again at 1:30 tomorrow afternoon 
here in the Legion, and you're welcome to come back
